WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (Associated 
Press).—Acceptance By China of a pro- 
posal from the Russian Bolshevist au- 
thorities that the latter formally re- 
nounce ajl rights and concessions previ- 
ously exercised by the Russian Govern- 
ment in: China, has promptéd the State 
Department to open. informal negotia- 
tions with other powers looking to con- 
certed action tn . opposition td such a 
course, 

Actuated by the principles laid down 
in the American note to the Italian Am- 
bassador that all “‘ decisions of vital im- 
portance ’* to the interests. of Russia 
should be held in abeyante until a rec 
ognized Gévertiment. was restored there, 
the State ‘Departinent has. inquired of 
the Chinese Government informally as 
to the nature of the impairment of Rus, 
sian rights in China involved. 

Officials did not state today what na- 
tions had been approached by © the 
American Government as to the matter, 
but it is assumiéd that Great Britain, 
France, Italy,’ and Japan were among 
them. . It fs understood that negotiations 
with Peking are being conducted. 
through Minister Crane. aw 

Action was takén here;on the receipt 
from Mr; Crane of the text of a mandate 
issued Sept. 23, by the Chinese Govern- 
ment, pending all Russian rights in 
China requesting the withdrawal ‘of 
all diplomatic and consular representa- 
tives. of the former’ Kerensky Govern- 
ment, by. whom! Russia has. been repre- 
sented since i, Saag of the Czar. 

The Russian Soviet Government last 
April, in a note to the Chinese Govern- 
ment, renounced all rights and special 
privileges previously obtained from. 
China by Russia, including the Boxer 
indemnity of approximately $3,325,000 a 
year. Since the ovérthrow of oe Czar 
this has been paid by China to Prince 
Kandacheff, the Russian Ministér rep- 
resenting the Kerensky régime. 

Not only. have the Kerensky repre- 
sentatives in China been maintained by 
this indemnity, it was said, but Keren- 
sky diplomatic missions in other coun- 
tries have been supported by these an- 
fiual payments sincé Kerensky’s fall. 

In addition to the renunciation of the 
Boxer indemnity, the conttgl exercised 
by Russia in conjunction with China and 
Japan over the Chinese Bastern Railway. 
was surrendered by the Bolsheviki. 

A copy of the Chinese miatidate re- 
ceived toddy in official circles said in 
‘part: 

“As the Russian Minister to China 
and all fhe Consuls now in the territory’ 
of the Republic are no longer in a posi- 
Aion to represent their country, thé treat- 
iment which has heretofore been accorded 
them as diplomati¢ and Consular offi- 
cers is hereby suspended.. However, in- 
asmuch as this nation rerfains as 
friendly to the Russian people as before, 
it is but proper that the ‘lives ‘and 
property of all these Russians now 
peacefully residing in this ceuntry shall 
be as fully protected as héretofore.

Jacob A. Cantor, President of the 
Board of Taxes and Assessments, an- 
nounced yesterday assessment figures 
for real and personal property in New 
York City totaling $10,238,090,319, for 
1921 as against $8,994,357,373 for 1920, 
or an increase of $1,243,732,944. 

The realty assessment was increased 
from $8,208,409,973 to $9,608,017,467, an 
increase of $1,899,607,494. The person- 
alty assessment declined from $785,947,- 
400 to $690,072,350, a falling off of 
$155,574,550. ‘ 

The personal assessment was reduced 
by the fact that under the State income 
tax law the cify was deprived of its 
right to classify as personal property 
such things. as bank accounts, notes, 
bills réceivable and other eviderices of 
value. The falling off in personal prop- 
erty assessment would have bec much 
greater than $155,000,000 except that 
considerable increases were made in the 
assessment of furniture, jewels, mer- 
chandise and other tangible possessions, 
and @ number of néw names placed on 
the personal tax rell. The increase in 
realy. assessment was based mainly on 
the big inereases in: rent.

-by the increased rate of tax on corpora- 
tions. “Just what the corporation tax 
will produce will not be known until 
later.

With the Municipal Courts refusing, 
temporarily at least, to grant évictiotis, 
net more than 5,000 families moved yes- 
terday in New ‘York City. \This esti- 
mate was made by Arthur J. W. Hilly, 
Chairman of the Mayor‘s Committee on 
Rent Profiteering, and was closely ap- 
proximated by Charles 8, Morris, Presi- 
dent of the Van Owners’ Association, ' 
who said that about 3,000 loads of 
household goods were transported by 
association vans and that the number 
of loads carried by. the independent 
Vans would not be quite as many. 

There was a general agréemént that 
ho previous’ Oct. 1; a traditional 
‘‘moving day” for New York City, 
saw so few rémovals. They were so 
few, comparatively, that the van own- 
ers; despite the strike of their em- 
ployes, found no difficulty in getting 
enough men, and mahy of their vans, 
ready for service, remained idle. 

Mr. Hilly estimated that the new rent 
laws, passed at the recent special ses- 
sion of the Legislature, prevented the 
involuntary moving of at least 100,000 
families. As it was, there were few, if 
any, families in the city without a 
home last night. ‘‘ What chaos there 
is,” said Mr. Hilly, *‘ comes from con- 
fusion between landlords and tenants in 
cases: where tenents refuse to vacate 
their apartments eveh though the land- 
lords have rented them to. some one 
else.’’ ;

THE OLYMPIC VICTORS. | 

Considered as a team, the Olympic 
victors whom New York greets today 
are doubtless the strongest. in the an- 
nals of athletics. In number of indi- 
vidual. stars, to be aure, it falls be- 
hind our Olympic champions of 1912, 
who scored sixteen first places at 
Stockholm as against nine firsts lately 
at Antwerp; but the number of entries 
this year was far larger and the com- 
petition proportionately keen. 

Among our nine firsts, three estab- 
lished new world’s records and a fourth 
an Olympic record. Foss’s pole vault 
of 18 feet’ 5% inches and Loomis’s 
54 seconds in the 400-meter hurdles 
are truly remarkable, as is also the 
performance of our team in the 400- 
meter*felay race. .LANDON’s Olympic 
record “in the high jump of slightly 
over 6 feet 3 inches is highly credita- 
ble. ‘Of the five world’s records estab- 
lished at the meeting, the Americans 
scored three, and of the two Olympic 
records one—over half of the total of 
record breaking. So even.in the mat- 
ter of individual performances the 
team has points of superiority over 
that of, 1912. Its scoring strength, 
however, lay largely in the number of 
men who were “ placed "’. behind the 
winners—18 seconds, 11°thirds and 8 
fourths. In the track and field events 
the team scored more than twice as 
many points as its nearest competitor, 
Finland. In the other events—ghoot- 
fing, swimming, éc. — its lead was 
wequally great.

Supreme 
as our men have always been in the 
field events and the shorter races, they: 
Mhave never excelled in the races re- 
quiring endurance.

DELAYS AT RIGA. 

The Polish people have always been 
heroic in: adversity. They ‘won the 
admiration of jthe world a few weeks 
ago in their angeasatul struggle to save 
Warsaw, just as they did in 1798 and 
1795 in their losing fight against the 
game enemy. But Polish policy has 
not always been distinguished for its 
wisdom when the gun was shining. 
If is a plausible contention that the 
partition would never have come in 
Poland if her statesmen had. shown 
more skill in both internal and foreign 
affairs. Polish diplomacy at present 
is risking the gains won by Polish 
troops, in the hope of more gains. 
Whether the hopes are justifiable or 
not, the controlling consideration 
#ught to be that they are unattainable, 

The Bolsheviki have made consider- 
able concessions in the peace negoti- 
ations at Riga. General WRANGEL’s 
“armies have gained victories in the 
south, and, while Wranasu. is still 
far short of Dzenix1n's strongest po- 
sition, he is evidently giving the Bol- 
sheviki worry. The Polish armies 
have lately won brilliant successes, 
and it seems probable that the Rus- 
sian troops opposing them have al- 
ready been weakened to reinforce the 
southern front. The Bolsheviki are 
obviously hurrying peace negotiations 
because they want to release all their 
troops. 

The Bolsheviki hats piesivad a boun- 
dary line well east of that which the 
Peace Conference set down, but far 
short of that which the Poles have 
hoped to attain. Important railroads 
are left in Polish territory, and the 
railroad junction at Brest-Litovsk is 
to be Polish; but the city itself would 
remain in Russia. There is room for 
a good deal of argument over Brést- 
Litovsk; there ig room for more over 
the relations of Poland and Russia to 
the border States. One of the Bol- 
shevist conditions appears to be that 
the Ukrainian Soviet Government 
shall be regarded as the Government 
of the: Ukraine and that the Poles 
shall throw PeTLura .verboard. But 
Petiura is a good deal better Ukrain- 
ian than most of those in the So- 
viet Government, many of whom are 
not Ukrainians at all.” 

On all.these points the Poles have 
a good if not a perfec. case; but it 
seems to outsiders that the principal 
consideration is the facc that Poland 
and Russia are going to continue to 
be neighbors, and that Russia is enor- 
mously.superior in strength.’ Poland 
will never be strong enough to pro- 
tect herself against Russia sifgle- 
handed, and there is no use in holding 
out for a frontier which would be in- 
defensible in time of war. Perhaps 
the Pole# count on Wranas., but if 
WRANGEL ever got to the Kremlin he 
would be no more likely to concede 
the. boundary the Poles want than 
are the Bolsheviki. 








AGAINST THE EXCESS PROFITS 
TAX. 

There is nothing partisan about the 
condemnation of the excess profits 
tax. Both Presidential candidates are 
against it, and no section of economic 
thought approves'it.. As a war profits 
tax it might have been excusable. But 
as peace prevails the case against the 
tax grows stronger. Yesterday’s re- 
port of the proceedings of the Na- 
tional Foreign Trade Council con-' 
tained this statement by a member of 
the Council: 

A British subject in Mexico, for in- 
stance, pays no tax to the British *Gov- 
ernment on his business or property in 
Mexico, The same thing applies to the 
Frenchman, the Japanese, or the citi- 

,zen of any other foreign country liv- 
ing Yin Mexico. 

An American citizen resident in a 
foreign country must. pay income 

taxes to the United States on his 
\whole taxable income. 

Payment of taxes which competitors 
do not pay is’a handicap to any busi- 
ness. In THe Times Mr. JonN Foorp 
haa previously called attention to an- 
other discrimination by law against 
American business—urging the neces- 
sity of a‘ Federal law enabling, the 
‘eémbination of American and Chinese 
capital on terms equally acceptable by 
‘peth. State incorporation laws do ‘not 
commend themselves to “the Chinese, 
and under them Americans are at a 
@isadvantage compared with business’ 
men of other nations, American’ in- 
corporation. under Chinese ordinances 
do not meet the case. For example, in, 
Hongkong, by order in council, the re-. 
sponsible heads of corporations must 
be British, which gives jurisdiction to 
the British. It is hard for a China- 
man: ‘to appreciate that a. Delaware 
charter gives a like jurisdiction to the 
American consular court. Most banks}. 
in China are British, and unless Amér- 
icans have American banks their credit 
and exchange facilities wre in the 
hands of their competitors, who share 
the Chinese prejudice against incor- 
porations by our States. The need is 
equal for Federal incorporation and 
ness On an equality with that of other 


nations.

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Office ‘should be regardful—that’ Mr. 
RoTHestxin’s decision to retire from what 
he calls “ the gambling business ’' is en- 
tirely arr-outcome of his own present’ 
preferences and desires, For years and 
years he has lived and \prospered on 
the profits of what ‘‘ some may call”’ 
criminal activities, and the only penalty 
has been the linking of his name with 
all the current scandals!

Revenue agents of the narcotic squad 
of the Internal Revenue Department 
Seized cocaine and morphine which they 
valued at $250,000 yesterday afternoon 
and took them to the Federal Building.

TO TRY NEW SALVAGE PLAN. 


New York Engineer to Raise Spald- 
ing Yach? as Experiment.

ST. AUGUSTINE, Fia., Oct. 1.—An 
experiment.in marine engineering which 
may revolutionize’ the salvaging of sunk- 
en vessels will be conducted off Anasta- 
sia Island beginning tomorrow, by A. B. 
Salger, one of ‘New York City’s. best- 
known. engineers, who has bought and 
will attempt to raise, the Revenue Cut- 
ter’ Isis, formerly the private yacht «f 
A. G, Spalding. which was beached last 

Feb. 28 and rests in more than twenty 
Face of water near Summer Haven, only 
its masts showing above. the surface. 
The steel hull is buried in fifteen feet 
of sand on one side. and: ten feet of sand 
on the shore sidé. 

A system of disks, operated electrical- 
ly from. a switchboard, which burrow 
under .the vessel and carry chains 
throtgh the tunnel, and the attachment 
of’ resilient pontoons to float the wreck 
are the chief features of the plan which 
has never been tried before and which 
marine. engineers are watching closely 
for résults. 

The equipment, consisting of the Aux- 
iliary Sloop Natalus of Fernandina and 
the Barge A-li, containing pontoons 
with lifting capacity of 400 tons and all 
other apparatus, left Jacksonville at 
sunrise this morning, and reached St. 
Augustine this afternoon. The actual 
work will begin Saturday morning, and 
Mr. Saliger says he expects to have the 
Isis ready. to lift Tuesday morning, 

“Any ‘submérged vessel can. be 
raised,” said Mr.’ Saliger, ‘‘ but the 
question to be considered is whether the 
cost will be practical or not.”

MURDER AND REPRISAL 
CONTINUE IN IRELAND 


Killing of Sligo Police Inspector 
- Followed by Burning of Busi- 
ness Buildings. 


‘BELFAST, Oct. 1.—A police patrol was 
ambushed yesterday near Tubbercurry, 
County Sligo, by a large party of armed 
civilians. District Inspector Brady was 
shot dead, the head constable gravely 
wounded, and another constable less se- 
riously wounded. 

Unconfirmed reports say several houses 
have been burned in reprisal for the at- 
tack. 

Inspector Brady was the son of the 
widely known former member of Parlia- 
ment, J. P. Brady, and had a notable 
war record.

In Another Enveloping Movement 
His Forces Capture 10,000 Prie- 
ofers and Much Booty.
